County Civil And Mexican War Sur­ 


vivors Will be Benefitted When Bill 
Becomes Law. 


Civil War veterans of Adams county 
and survivors of that conflict every­ 
where will receive a Christmas pre­ 
sent this year from the United States 
government in the form of an in­ 
crease in pension, according to plans 
of leaders in Congress. 
A bill pro­ 
viding for the pension increase has al­ 
ready been passed by the Senate, 
and 
Senator 
Bursum, 
Republican, New 
Mexico, its author, says he has been 
promised by House leaders it will be 
passed by that body soon after it re­ 
convenes. 
Increase in the pay envelope of the 
men who took part in the Civil and 
Mexican wars, from $50 to $72 is pro­ 
vided by the measure and Uncle Sam 
expects to make the first payment 
during the Christmas season. 
It is 
estimated between fifty and 
sixty 
men in this county would be directly 
benefitted by the measure. 
All Civil and Mexican W ar veterans 
having served ninety days, or any 
who have developed disabilities, would 
receive the increase from $50 to $72 c 
month under the bill and their widows’ 
pensions would be increased from $30 
to $50 a month. Other beneficiaries 
under the bill include Civil Whr Army 
nurses, 
who would receive $50 
a 
month, while pensioners of the Indian 
wars would receive $30 
and 
their 
widows $20 a month. 
The Pension Bureau estimated the 
increased cost of the Bursum bill dur­ 
ing the first year would amount to 
about $60,000,000 but Senator Bur­ 
sum told the Senate revised estimates 
placed it at not over $35,000,000. The 
present pension outlay is about $300,- 
000,000 annually.

TRYING HIS BEST TO MESS THINGS UP AGAIN 


Resolutions calling upon the incom­ 
ing Legislature to set aside the State’s 
share of the gasoline tax as a fund 
from which to pay rewards to town­ 
ships for construction of roads 
and 
bridges in accord with State specifica­ 
tions were adopted by the State Asso­ 
ciation of Township Supervisors Wed­ 
nesday, together with a resolution ask­ 
ing that provision be made to meet the 
arrears and possible claims in addi­ 
tion.
